FIRST EXTRA SESSIO N -FIRST DAY. 


SE N A T E. 


C5ACRAMKXTO. April 4, 1SS1. 
At 12 o’clock m. Lientenant-Goveraor Mansfield 
assumed the gavel, and having stated th at the Gov­ 
ernor had called the Legislature together in extra 
ordinary seasion, called the Senate to order. 
Roll 
called and quorum present. 
The proclamation of the Governor was re d call­ 
ing the extra session, and specifying these m atter* 
for action : 
F irst—To enact a general 
appropriation 
bill, 
which >*hall cout«in no item or items of appropr'a 
tion other than such as arc required to pay the 
balances of the State officers, the expense-» of the 
Government and of the institutions under the ex­ 
clusive c ntrol and management of the 8tats, for 
the thirty-third and thirty.fourth fiscal years. 
Second—To levy the rates of taxation, or, in the 
discretion of the Legislature, to provide that the 
State Board of Equalization shall fix such an ad valo­ 
rem rate of taxation upon each one hundred dollars 
of taxable property of this State which, after allow­ 
ing the per cent, required by law to be allowed for 
delinquencies in and costs of collection of taxes, 
shall be sufficient t > raise the specific am ount of 
revenue determined upon aud directed to be raised 
by the Legislature for the thirty-third and thirty- 
fourth fiscal years. 
Third—'To appropriate money to pay deficiencies 
in appropriation for the support of the civil lOv- 
ernxnent of this State for the thirty-first and thirty- 
second fiscal years. 
Fourth—To d vide the State into Senatorial, As­ 
sembly and Congressional districts. 
Fifth—To enact a general road law. 
Sixth—To send appointm ents to the Senate for 
their confirmation. 
Senator D avis offered a resolution continuing 
certain special officers of the regular session during 
the present extra session. 
Senator Lxoa offered a substitute that the Senate 
proceed to elect officers for the session. 
Senator H ill favored the resolution of Senator 
Davis. 
Senator JOHNSON favored postponem ent of the 
subject one day, and moved its postponem ent until 
to-morrow. 
Senator N yk stated th at from an examination of 
the eases cited by the Rrcord-L’nion, he was satis­ 
fied th at the officer* of the regular session held over 
for this extra session. 
Senator Sattkbwiutb took exceptions tojthe quo­ 
tations aud favored the election of the officers. 
Senator Chunky qppesed the election of officers, 
as the old officers m ust organize the next regular 
session, aud should continue during the present 
extra session. 
Senator J o hn son moved to adjourn until 10 
o’clock to-morrow morning 
Senator J o h n so n, b y consent, offered a resolution 
to adopt the rulos of the regular session for the 
government of the Senate until otherwise ordered. 
Senator Bakkk raised a point of order th at a mo­ 
tion to elect officers was now before the Senate. 
Sustained, and the .notion to adopt rules was 
ruled out of order. 
Senators C o n g er, Da v is, T r ay lor and K a n e op­ 
posed adjournm ent. 
The motion to adjourn was lost. 
Senator T r aylor offered a substitute to the reso­ 
lution of Senator Kuos, specifying the officers to be 
elected. 
At 1:15, on motion of Senator B rown, the Senate 
took a recess until 3 o’clock. 
A ric rn o o u S w d o n . 
The Senate was called to order at 3 o’clock. 
Roll 
called, and quorum present 
A message was received notifying the Senate that 
the Assembly was organized and ready to proceed 
to business. 
Senator Enos’ resolution as amended by the reso 
lution of Senator Traylor was taken up. 
Senator Watson moved to lay the subject of 
electiou of officers on the table, which motion was 
lost. 
The resolution of Senator Traylor was lost by a 
vote of 15 to 16. 
Senator Bakkr offered a substitute to the resolu­ 
tion of Senator Davis, a resolution to the effect that 
the officers of the last session are the officer* of the 
present session, and instructing the Secretary to 
notify the Assembly th at the Senate is ready to 
proceed to busiuess^ which resolution was subse 
quently withdrawn. 
Senator Enos renewed his resolution as a substi­ 
tu te for th at of Senator Davis. 
The subject was discussed by Senators W est, 
Chase, Ciienky, Neumann, B aker and J o h n so n, and 
the resolution of Senator Enos was adopted by a 
vote of 18 to 15. 
Senator B aker renewed his resolution, amending 
it by striking out the latter jx>rtion. 
'Hie resolu­ 
tion was lost by a vote of 14 t*> 19. 
The resolution of Senator Davis, as amended, was 
adopted, and the Senate proceeded to the election 
of officers, w ith the following re s u lt: President pro 
tem , Senator William Johnston ; Secretary, Jus. A. 
Orr ; Assistant Secretaries, C. T. Johns and Ed. J. 
Smith ; Sergeant at-Arms. And. Wasson; Assistant 
Sergeant at-Arm?, D. B. K ingery; Minute Clerk, 
John R. E irdD y; Journal Clerk, John R. B rierly; 
Engrossing Clerk, Ed. C. Hum phrey ; Postmistress, 
Mrs. W hittingham : Assistant Minute Clerk, Mollie 
Reynolds; Assistant Journal Clerk, Chas. ÍI. Gra­ 
ham ; Clerk to Sergeant-at Arms, A. L Van Meter ; 
Gatekeepers, Henry McCann and Mrs. E. F. Ives ; 
Day W atchman, Jos. Johnson ; N ight W atchman, 
J. S. Nash ; Galfery Watch in n, P. A. Bell ; Com­ 
m ittee room P-irter, It. H. Sm all; Porter,| John 
C onrad; Pago to Gatekeeper, A. M. Lawrence; 

Thu officers were then 
sworn in by the President. 
Senator N eumann moved the appointm ent of a 
committee of three to prepare rules to govern the 
Senate, w ith instructions to report to-morrow m orn­ 
ing. 
Adopted, and Senators Neumann, Johnson 
and Satterw hitc appointed. 
Senator B aker introduced a resolution instruct­ 
ing the Secretary to notify the Assem bly that the 
Senate is duly organized. 
Adopted. 
Senator Davis moved the appointm ent of a com­ 
m ittee of three to wait upon the Governor and in ­ 
form him th at the Senate is organized and ready to 
receive any communication he may desire to make. 
Adopted, and Senators Davis, Harland and Traylor 
app 'intcd. 
The President announced that he should reap­ 
point the standing com m ittees of the regular ses­ 
sion, to itin d until further notice. 
At 5 o’eloek, on m otion of Senator Johnson, the 
Senate adjourned until to-morrow m orning at 11 
o’clock.

concerned, is a new Legislature, as they are elected 
not fwr a legislative term , but for the session. 
Mr. May held that the offi:ers hold over, and 
thought there could be no doubt of it. 
This is the 
24tli, not the 25th Legislature. 
There is no prece­ 
dent that the officers lose place by adjournm ent 
sine die, cxorpt at the end of the term. 
The Sen- 
ate.re elected this year, but it was a new Senate, 
all hough composed of the same men as in the 23d 
Senate. The able editorial in the R ecord Union on 
Monday fully covered the ground. 
He read from Cushing's Elements in support. 
Mr. F r e e r held to th* same views, and said the 
adjournm ent sine die was adjournm ent without 
day, bu t that did not cut off the term s when a day 
is given for reassembling. 
He read from Cushing’* 
Element* in support and additional sections to 
those already published in the Record Union, show- 
iug th at the cierks hold (until removed by resolu­ 
tion) for the entire term for which the Legislature 
is elected. 
He opposed reorganization because it 
would cause delay and be revolutionary in charac­ 
ter. 
lie wanted to expedite business. 
Mr. Griffiths favored reorganization. 
He cited 
the journal of the House of Louisiana, March, 
1S78, th in convened iu extra session, w here the of­ 
ficials were retained by resolution r« gularly passed. 
Also journal of the Iowa House, January, *1862, in 
extra session, where, by resolution, the old officers, 
so far a* deemed necessary, were reappointed 
Also journal of the Senate of Illinois, 1j>67, m extra 
MBdon, when by resolution certain officers were 
chosen. 
Also journal of House of Indiana, 1S72, 
extra session, when the Hou*e entered into a new 
election. 
He said if any doubt was left as to the 
m atter it might involve the laws passed, and ?o a 
reorganization had better be had. There m ight also 
be officers who can be dis^riB^d with. 
Mr. Wason of Ventura in the chair.] 
Mr. Youxo hail at first thought adjournm ent sine 
die dissolved the organization, but on examining 
the law he had come to the settled conviction that 
he had been in error. 
A djournm ent is a term 
somewhat confused in some minds ; adjournm ent 
ist»ot prorogation, not dissolution. The members 
elect constitute the Legislature, even when not in 
session, and hence the power given in the Consti­ 
tution to ca.1 the Legislature together aft: r adjourn­ 
m ent, th ii* recognizing the existence of the body, 
though not in session. 
He cited Cushing’s Law and 
Practice, Section 196, in supi>ort. 
Mr. J ackson said the strongest legislative prcce- 
dent cited by Mr. Griffiths, was not worthy of a t­ 
tention because of the character of the body in 
Louisiana 
Mr. Kellogg sjioke in support of his resolution, 
ami held the officers were pa d for the sessiou and 
not the term. 
Mr. F elton held the Legislutu’e to be regularly 
and properly organized, but as there is a diveruty 
of opinion a resolution retaining Gie officers of the 
la*e session will cure ativ possible error. 
Mr. P latt, Mr. J acks n and Mr. Van Fleet 
m oved the previous question, and it was ordered bv 
39 t> 27.

These tw o, however, have disgrace­ 
fu lly and infam ously defied th e laxv in or­ 
d er to defeat a M jrm on, and they ought to 
be denounced by all dec m t and right tiiink- 
iug men.

I t is very difficult to obtain seamen in 
San Francisco at present, though high pre­ 
m ium s are being offered.

in ail sea-port tow ns is so bad th a t they 
would be hopeless fools if th ey did not 
seize every opportunity of abandoning th at 
avocation. 
Sailors are in 
fact slaves. 
They are slaves m oreover xvhose health and 
safety nobody cires anything about. 
A t 
tea th ey are treated worse than dogs. 
On 
shore they are delivered over to the w orst 
Eet of thieves and scoundrels th a t infest 
the w ater-fronts of all large cities. 
They 
are the victims of system atic, merciless 
and constant robbery. 
They are swindled 
in the m ost barefaced m anner by the board­ 
ing-house keepers, a set of vile sharks 
who ought long eince to have been put 
under police regulation. 
I t m ay be said 
th a t 
th e 
cases 
are 
rare 
in 
which 
th e 
sailor 
gets 
any 
profit 
out 
of 
his longest voyage. 
He 
is 
very 
lucky 
if 
he 
m akes 
enough 
to 
buy himself a decent outfit for his next 
voyage. 
For the m ost part all he gets is a 
few debauches on drugged liquor. 
His 
xvages are literally stolen from him, and 
when he has been thoroughly stripped he 
is shipped again, and his nexv advance is 
pocketed by th e villains who hax'e him in 
charge. 
A ll these facts are notorious. 
There ¡3 hardly any pro tense of disguise 
about the Bystem of robbery described. Vet 
the sailor finds no protection or relief any­ 
where. 
If a t any tim e a spasmodic effort 
is made to procure legislation in his inter­ 
est, th e villains who live off him send an 
agent to the lobby, 
and the remedial 
measure is quietly strangled. 
There is 
ample room here for some zealous philan­ 
thropist of th e Plim soll kind to m ake a 
record. 
San Francisco has acquired a par­ 
ticularly 
evil 
reputation in this 
con­ 
nection, and not w ithout cause, for she 
harbors 
among 
th e 
class 
who 
exist 
by plundering 
ih e 
seaman, 
some 
of 
the w orst w retches th at ever cheated the 
penitentiary and the gallows. 
There is 
however no politics in this question, and 
so it does not interest politicians. 
I t is 
true th a t th e S tate is disgraced, th a t com­ 
merce is injured, th a t civilization is made 
a farce of, th a t wrongs innum erable are 
com m itted, in connection w ith the subject, 
but then the sailors are a nomadic people, 
who cannot be depended upon to help poli­ 
ticians, and m oreover they cannot bring 
any “ sa c k ” to th e front to plead their 
cause. 
So the old evil work goes on, and 
in stringent tim es a little kidnaping is 
done, and a sensational article or tw o is 
w ritten about the m atter, and then it is 
dropped. 
N or is it at all d e a r th at a tim e 
will come when legislators will take more 
interest in this question.

HENRY WARD BEECHER'S LIBERAL CHURC . VIEWS 


The new census furnishes an argum ent 
against polygamy which will probably ap­ 
peal to the understanding of m ost people. 
I t shows th a t there are nearly’ a million 
more males than females in the United 
States. 
This result is a surprise. 
I t is 
altogether contrary to expectation and pre­ 
cedent. 
N ot having the statistics at hand 
we are unable to say w hether any abnor­ 
mal disproportion of births is concerned 
in it, or w hether (as seems m ost probable) 
it is a question entirely of im m igration. 
But th e fact is w hat we have stated. 
There are a million men in the country for 
whom no helpm ates appear to exist. U nder 
these circum stances the M ormon system of 
m arriage becomes more objectionable than 
e\-er, for it involves a sort of monopoly. 
In a country which falls so far short of 
capacity to furnish every young man with a 
wife, it is intolerable th a t some men should 
be perm itted to take three or four wives 
apiece. 
W hen th is terrible disproportion 
becorr.es generally realized we expect there­ 
fore th at the President and Congress will be 
perem ptorily required to attack the M or­ 
mon 
system 
forthw ith, 
and 
th at 
no 
days of grace will he alloxvetl it. 
A m ill­ 
ion women short of the necessary’ num ­ 
ber is indeed sta rtlin g news to th e m ar­ 
riageable population, but it furnishes an an­ 
sw er to the hitherto perplexing question 
why so m any young men in these latter 
days remain unm arried. 
I t has been sup­ 
posed for some tim e th at they did so be­ 
cause th e girl of the period was too expen­ 
sive. but it will have to be realized th at in 
tru th there were not wix-es enough to go 


round, and consequently celibacy was the 
inevitable fate of nearly a million eligible 
bachelors. 
If Mr. Blaine wishes to gratify 
his am bition for a strong foreign policy, 
and m ake his adm inistration popular at 
th e same tim e, he cannot do better than to 
bring on a w ar with some European power 
having 
a stable 
reputation for p retty 
girls, and xvhen we have beaten the enemy 
we can th en take our indem nity in a 
Sabine way, in the shape of wives for our 
disconsolate Benedicts.

W e publish this m orning a letter from

for th e orphans. 
I t 
is his 
opinion th a t the legislation already had 
obviates the necessity of at.y fresh appro­ 
priation, and th at consequently the Legis­ 
lature will not he prevented from extend­ 
ing the custom ary aid to these institutions.

Omaha, April 4th.—The Missouri river be­ 
gin rising slowly again Saturday morning at 
this point, and to-day it has been rising much 
more rapidly, until this evening it has over­ 
flowed its banks and is fast covering the bot­ 
tom lands on both sides. 
I t is now at the 
highest high-water m ark—eighteen feet above 
low-water m ark—and is still rising. 
The 
smelting works have been fl >oded, and have 
been compelled to shut down. 
One side of* 
the track on the lex-ee has been washed away. 
Every precaution is being taken to protect 
tho smelting works, Union Pacific shops, 
lumber yards, etc. 
There is considerable 
fear here th a t the fl -o.l which is now certainly 
coining from above Sioux City xxi l do great 
damage, rnd Some predict th at the river wifi 
cut a new channel close to Council Bluffs or 
clear up to the bluffs or. the Omaha side. 
A d isp atch received here from Sioux City 
this afternoon, states that everything has 
broken loose thfre, and the river was rushing 
down w ith a rise of about five feet. 
Toe 
great gorge between Sioux City avd Yank- 
t in, raid to have been over fifty miles long, 
has at last given way, and the vast accumula­ 
tion if water which had been backed up for 
so long is now having a free flow. 
The fol­ 
lowing dispatch has been received here : 
Missouri Y aourt (la ), April 4th.—Tho agent of 
the Milwaukee an t St. Paul Railros.t at Vermillion 
reports that all hut two or three buildings at Ver- 
tniffiou have been swept away 
The water is up to 


the roofs of the ears at the depot, and at Yankton 
ths water is up to the front of Jenks’ Hotel, -21 feet 
above low-water mark, and rising at the rate of six 
inches an hour. 
The gorge has caused the river to 
run out of its channel, and it is filling the bluffs 
from Yankton to Vermillion, ou the Iowa side. 
Fears are entertained that it will make a new chan­ 
nel that way.

If the river makes a new channel, as indi­ 
cated in the above dispatch, it will run across 
the country from Vermillion, and empty into 
the Big Sioux river, three miles northwest of 
Elk Point, isolating about 35 miles of the 
Dakota Southern Railroad between Sioux 
C ity and Vermillion, on the N ebraska side, 
together with a large tract of land.

N e w 
Y o r k , April 4th.—From advance 
sheets of the Journal of the American A gri­ 
cultural 
Association the following is ex 
tracted : On the strength of a report issued 
by George Grump, acting Counsel in Phila­ 
delphia in December last, much excitement 
has arisen over the pork product of the 
United States. 
This Association has made 
an extensive investigation of the subjéct in 
the interests of American producers, and 
finds that there is no occasion whatever for 
the scare. 
Crump speaks of hog cholera, 
not 
of 
trichinosis, 
as 
the 
prevalent 
disease. ' T hat the former wrists and has 
existed 
to 
an 
extent 
most 
injurious 
to the producers it would be folly to deny ; 
but it has not affected the pork product, for 
the reason that animals dying from this or 
any other disease cannot be, and are not 
m arketed for food. 
From cholera the farmer 
only is the sufferer. 
Trichinosis exists, but 
to a more limited extent, probably, than any 
disease known to men. 
I t is believed th at it 
never injures a hug, aud scientific experts 
unite in the statem ent th at it never can enter 
the human system except through insuffi­ 
ciently-cooked meat, in which it should hap­ 
pen to exist. 
As to danger from the use of 
American pork products, either by home or 
foreign consumers, there is absolutely none. 
First, from the almost total absence of tri­ 
chinosis; second, through the protection of 
cooking. 


N e w Y o r k , A pril 4th.—The Commercial 
Bulletin says : The death of M rs. Bonhols of 
Hoboken, from the effects of eating some 
product of hog*, aud the illness of her hus­ 
band xvith the same disease, following as it 
has upon the rep. irts set on foot by the Brit­ 
ish Consul at Philadelphia, to the effect that 
500,000 hogs had died in Illinois of cholera, 
have had a depressing influence on the pro­ 
vision trade. M r. Goulard of Goulard,|Kou»e 
£ Bostwick, the most pi eminent pork in­ 
spectors in the city, under license from the 
Produce Exchange, has made an investiga­ 
tion. 
He discovered the firm which sup­ 
plied the house from which the sausages 
were obtained which were eaten by Mrs. 
Bonhols, and finds that they were of foreign 
manufacture. 
lie e e lle r ’s l,l!» ern l V ie w s. 
N exv Y ork, A pril 4th.—A hush fell upon 
Plymouth Church ye.-terdav, and every ear 
whs strained when Beecher said lie wutiid re­ 
late an incident which he had never spoken 
of before.

I do not think 
there is any cause to fear that the orphan 
asylum s w ill not receive their accustomed 
bounty from the State Treasury. 
The A ct 
of March 25, 1880, uses this 
language: 
"T here is hereby appropriated cut of any 
m oney in the State Treasury not otherwise 
appropriated, to each institution in this State, 
conducted for the support and maintenance 
of minor orphans, half orphans or abandoned 
children 
* 
* 
* 
aid as follow s: 
For each 
whole orphan, one hundred dollars per an­ 
num ; for each half orphan, seventy-five dol­ 
lars per annum, and for each abandoned child 
seventy-five dollars per annum ,” 
Section 2 
provides that “ the aid granted commences 
on the first Monday in July, 1880, and is to 
be paid in semi-annual installm ents, com 
mencing on the first M onday iu January, 
1881.” 
The confusion of thought in reference to 
the probability of the orphans not receiving 
the aid arises from the m istake as to the na­ 
ture of an appropriation. 
The meaning 
of the clause of the Constitution which says 
that “ no m oney shall be drawn from the 
Treasury but iu consequence of appropriations 
made by law ,” has long since been settled in 
this State. 
The Supreme Court in M c­ 
Cauley vs. Brooks (16 Cul. 28) says that it 
only means that no money shall be drawn 
except in pursuance of law, and that to an 
appropriation. 
W ithin the meaning of the 
Constitution, nothing more is requisite than 
a designation of the amount and the fund out 
of which it shall be paid. The views expressed 
as above by the Court are reaffirmed by the 
Court in People vs. Pacheco (27 Cal, 20S), 
which case came before the Court upou the 
following fa cts: 
To aid in the construction of the Central 
Pacific Railroad, the Legislature by an A ct 
approved A pril 14, 1864, provided for the 
annual levy of a tax to pay the interest on 
$1,500,000 of bonds to be issued by the Cen­ 
tral Facitic Railroad Company ; and in Sec­ 
tion 5 of the A ct the following language was 
used : “ The several sums of money necessary 
for the paym ent required to be made under 
the provisions of this A ct are hereby appro­ 
priated from the said fund and from the State 
Treasury.” 
The Attorney-General brought 
an action to restrain the Treasurer from [lay­ 
ing the interest on said bonds, and to arrive 
at a decision in the case it became necessary 
for the Court to decide, and the Court did so 
decide, first, that the language of Section 5 
was an appropriation of money from the 
State Treasury ; second, that it was a con­ 
tinuing- appropriation for twenty years ; and 
third, that it was com petent for the Legisla­ 
ture to make a continuing appropriation. 
The last decision provoked the adoption in 
1871 of Section 22, Article 1, of the old Con­ 
stitution, which provided that “ The Legisla­ 
ture shall have no power to make an appro- 
f 
iriation for any purpose whatever for a 
onger period than tw o years.” 
Since the 
adoption of this amendment it h a s been cus­ 
tomary for the Legislature to m a k e an appro­ 
priation once in two years for every o b je c t 
for which m oney was needed. 
This custom 
probably induced you to believe that it was 
still necessary for the Legislature to do so, but 
it is not s o ; for the inhibiton of Section 22, 
Article 1, of the old Constitution is not con­ 
tained in the new Constitution. 
It is there­ 
fore competent for the Legislature to make a 
continuing appropriation. 
That the legislatu re has done so in th e 
case of the orphans can be seen by reading 
the Act of 1880 by the light of the two de­ 
cisions. 
Tbe Legislature has used the ex­ 
press words of appropriation, has fixed th e 
precise sums to be paid, has provided that 
such sunss shall be paid out of the State 
Treasury, and has named the time during 
which such sums shall be paid, by the use 
of the words per annum, which mean for each 
year annually, or for each successive year. 
A ll that it is necessary to do, is to have in­ 
cluded in the amount directed to be raised 
for the general fund by Section 3713 l ’oliti- 
cal Code, the amount necess iry to meet the 
requirements of the asylums. 
1 presume that the reason Governor Per­ 
kins did not include the demands of the 
asylums in liig proclamation was because he 
understood that legislation was not necfssarv. 
He would not be likely to overlook so benefi­ 
cent an object as the care of the orphans of 
the State. 
I wish you would publish this communica­ 
tion and assist in allaying the fears of the 
faithful and devoted women who have charge 
of, in the main, the orphan asylums of the 
State.
